Plugging Along On

4 Glades Bridges ~ 


Steps for expediting construa- 
tion of four Everglades bridges— 
including à new span.at Six Mile 
Band — were approved this week 
by the Palm Beach County 'Com- 
missión at the request of Commis- 
sioner Paul Rardin of Canal Point. 
» The commission approved action 
initiated by Rardin to start con- 
demnation proceedings immediate- 
ly to procure right of way for a 
new bridge and approaches to Six 
Mile Bridge. 

To further speed the proposed 
construction program, Rardin also 
asked that the county attorney 
and county engineer take steps to 
have the court issue an order of 
taking for the right of way which 
will speed up the land procure- 
ment by several weeks. 

"I want to rush this along just 
as much as we can," Rardin told 
the commission in winning their 
support for his suggestions. 

In addition to the Six Mile 
Bridge, the commission is clearing 
the way for construction of new 
[spans at Canal Point, Marbor

Adequate Highway 
Needed On East Coast 


TALLAHASSEE — A definite 
need for additional highway fa- 
cilities along the Florida east 
coast was reported to the State 
Road Department by the New 


York engineering firm of Parsons,! 


Brinckenhoff, Hall and McDonald 
in the third installment of its 
eight-chapter report on Florida’s 
highway needs. č 

The survey of traffic flow shows 
major traffic moving from Jack- 
sonville to Miami on the east coast 
and exceptionally heavy truck 
traffic in the neighborhood of 
Tampa and St. Petersburg and 
northern terminals beyond the 
Georgia line. 

Thus Miami and Tampa-St. 
Petersburg may be considered 
traffic-wise as two beacons’ which} 
send their rays: northward within 
the lateral limits of the Florida. 
‘peninsula. These beams diffuse 

mce they have reached the north- 
ern end of the peninsula, 

The heaviest’ passenger car traf- 
fic is along the east. coast between 
Miami and Jacksonville but heavy. 
traffic is generated at a number 
of central points as well as in the 
Tampa Bay area. including. such 
towns as Ocala, Orlando, Plant 
City, Haines City and Leesburg. 

Reporting on the two test runs 
made down the east coast, the 
engineers said it required.9 hours, 
31 minutes and 37 seconds to make 
the first 360 mile run and 10 hours 
14 minutes and 5 seconds to make 
the second. 

The survey further showed that 
12.7 per cent of Florida highway 
travel is by trucks with the num- 
ber of trucks steadily increasing. 

It is therefore essential that ade- 
quate highway facilities be provid- 
ed to serve the demand Of this 
rapidly expending truck traffic as 
well as the steadily increasing: 
burden of local and out-óf-state 
passenger car travel. 

Road Department Chairman Al- 
fred McKethan said the State 
Road Board would meet in Talla- 
hassee July 30 to make its own 
report and recommendations on 
the consulting engineers’ findings. 
Information revealed ij the re- 
port shows clearly that steps must 
be taken to set up a long term, 
carefully planned: road building; 
program that will provide ade- 
quate highways at thé earlist pos- 
sible date in these heavily con- 
gested areas which will fit into the} 
long range plan for a complete, 
arterial system that will serve 
Florida's needs in the years to 
come.

Veterans Paythents 
Will Be Started _ 


TALLAHASSE — . Chairman 
Rayniond E. Barnes of the Florida 
Industrial Commission, today re-

John L. Sullivan, curator of the] P 


Circus Museurh, has already sent 


to Louisville, Ky., 40 lithographs| $ 


&nd 60 posters, which will be on 
view throügh August 15 in the 
Louisville Free Public Library. 
The lithographs, dating from 1875 
to 1920, were printed -especially for 
Buffalo Bill and other Wild West 
shows, and for late 19th century 
circuses such as those of John Rob- 
inson, Cole Brothers, Forepaugh 
and Sells, Barnum and Bailey, and 
the early Ringling Brothers. Show 
cards trace the history of the cir- 
cus, from the English form of that 
entertainment in the 18th century, 
up to about 1900. On the cards are 
arranged clippings, steel engrav- 
ings, early prints and sketches, 
many of whieh came from the 
Chambers Collection, recently pur- 
chased by the State of Floridà for 
the Museum of the American Cir- 
cus, 

, The exhibit arranged for Louis- 
Kine will be sent to Asheville, N. 
C., to be shown there throughout 
September. 

During that same time, the 
Junior Museum of Miami will have 
& group of model wagons, figures, 
animals and'so on, representing 
the Barnum and Bailey parade of 
1871. 

The most important loan made 
to date by the Circus Museum, 
Sullivan says, is one being sent to 
the Erstes Deutsches Circus-Mus- 
eum in erlin, Germany, for display 
during October.

It Is Unlawful For Any Person 

Or Persons To Engage In Business 

Under A Fictitious Name Unless 
The Name Is Registered 


The fictitious name statute was recently changed by the 1951 
Legislature and the News has e necessary forms for proper registra- 
tion and advertising. 


The charge for advertising the notice the neces four times 
is $15. : 


As amended by the 1951 session, the law reads as follews: 


“It shall be unlawful for any person or persons, as defined 
herein, to engage in business as herem defined, under a fictitious 
: name as herein defined, without and unless said fictitious name 
shall be registered with the clerk of the circuit court of the coun- 
ty where the principal place of business is, which registration 
shall consist of filing with the clerk aforesaid an affidavit signed 
by all interested persons, stating under oath the names of all 
those interested in the business enterprise, the extent of the inte- 
rest of each, and the fictitious name under which said business is - 
carried on. Said registrati y not be made until the person or 
persons desiring to engag in business under a fictitious name 
shall have advertised.his or their intention to register said ficti- 
tious name at least once a week for four (4) consecutive weeks 
in some newspaper as defined by law in the county where said 
registration is to be made, ‘and said registration shall not be ac- 
cepted by the clerk of the.circuit court except upon receiving 

y proof of ee :
